I/6KBOW, Oct. 39.—The police retrieved 


in a measure yesterday their shortcom- 
ings of Monday by promptly clearing 
Trafalgar square, and preventing the re- 
peated attempts of the mob to reassemble 
even in the vicinity of the square. After 
a great deal of hustling and poshing:, pull- 
ing, shouting and swearing, the mob wan- 
dered about in a detached and aimless 
sort of manner, still, however, making its 
way toward Hyde park in spite of the 
different routes taken. A large number of 
banners and 
flags 
were 
displayed, 


many of them inscribed with mottoes, 
denoting the extreme desperation of their 
bearers and followers. One of the crowd 
carried a red flag emblazoned with a 
gorgeous decoration. /The bearer of this 
addressed the crowd declaring that the 
people must rebuild London. The work- 
ing men, he said, were living in pigstys, 
while the titled idler lived in palaces. 
Th is utterance had the efiect of bringing 
out on all sides cries of "Burn London. 
Burn out the aristocrats," etc., to the evi- 
dent satisfaction of the speaker. 


The Hyde Park police fearing that the 


shops in the neighborhood would be pil- 
laged by the mob, locked the gates of the 
park while the meeting of the unemployed 
workingmen was in progress 
within. 


This, becoming known, infuriated the 
mob and a sharp conflict with the police 
ensued. Many persons were trodden upon 
and severely hurt. Three rioters were 
arrested. The police 
kept the gates 


locked and permitted egress from the 
park only by the marble arch. 


GLADSTONE AND SIB BDWABC WATKIN. 
LONDON, Oct. 10.—Mr. Gladstone's sud- 


den friendship for bir Edward Watfcin, 
the Unionist member for Hythe, excited 
some surprise among those who could not 
account for it, but it has no political 
significance whatsoever.

than $2,000 of goods

the immense trade into the hands of 
Western jobbing houses. It is, in short, a 
blow to Eastern merchants and to West- 
ern credit and is a blessing to Western 
jobbers. The reasons for this are already 
becoming apparent in the West. Under

A Land Decision. 


The right of possession to thirty acres 


of ground in the city of Mattoon has 
been settled by a decision recently ren- 
dered by Judge 0. B. Smith, of Cham- 
paign. The disputed tract was originally 
granted to the St. Louis, Alton and Terre 
Haute railway for depot grounds, and for 
o time was occupied for that purpose, 
but later was partially abandoned. This 
led to an effort on the part of E. Noyes, 
the grantor, to regain possession, but he 
has always heretofore met with obstacles 
in his ease. The attorneys submitted the 
case upon an agreed statement of facto, 
and the decision of Judge Smith gives to 
the railway company what it actually 
occupied—one-third of the plot—while 
the two-thirds revert to Noyee. The 
tract is valued at about $30,000.

AND BREADTH OF BEDS. 


A Bainy Duy on the Klvor Ithino—Jokes

COLOGNE, Germany, Oct. 2.—Since onr 


jepartura from Berlin >ve have been starring 
tho provinces ou tho ono night stand system, 
nnd I have slept in moro different beds, at 
longer ranyo between beds, than ever before 
,!»the whole course of my natural uxistenyo; 
und this Buggcsts to mi- :i lew remarks on 
uoutinental lieds. 


1 huven't scon a bed big enough tor two 


since I left London, und whether they have 
such things ou the continent or not I clou't 
know. Dk'.kny and I always got u room with 
two beds in it, and the hwlsteiuls Lave invari- 
ibly been these little narrow ones which 
liave to be shoved u;> against the wall in 
order to reduce oiiu-half the chances of roll- 
nf; out on tbo floor during tlie night. In 
America we would call them lounges, and 
they are of ustyleof architecture prevalent 
principally in remote district's where Eitst- 
uku und Queen, Anne bavo not yet mada a 
pilgrimage. Occasionally thepluin wooden va- 
riety H»d8 a substitute in the wrought iron 
style, which admits of a little decoration, but 
whieh also suggests thu horrid suspicion that 
ron alone can withstand the rapacity of cer- 
tain occupants of bods which do not pay for 
their lodging and which do not get up in the 
morning and go down stairs to breakfast. TJp 
to date, however, wo have not been troubled 
n this way, and furthermore we have always 
found everything clean and sweet and dry. 
fho similarity of the apparel of beds in 
France, Italy, Switzerland and Germany is 
rather surpris i ng. Everywhere you find two 
mattresses on springs, a wedge shaped pillow 
between them and two pillows on top, or 
sometimes a pillow with a bolster as round as 
a saw ]o™ and nearly as bard. The pillows 
are square always, and sometimes they are o« 
heavy as sand bags. In tho matter of cover, 
a blanket or quilt, a coverlet and a young 
leather bed are the usual articles, even 


summer time. "We never have been able 


to sleep under tho feather bed, though, 
and it is chucked away In the corner. The 
only departure from the above rule of bed 
dress was in ono or two hotels, where tho top 
sheet -was sewed up into a bag, buttoned at 
,ho open end and a quilt or blanket placed in- 
sido of it. Tho nights were quite cool when 
we found this contraption, and it was not so 
infavorablo as it might otherwise have neon: 
I couldn't flnd out n-Jiy the bag sheet pre- 
vailed. I presume, though, it was to give the 
guest u choice, in caso she didn't like the side 
next to her. In making the beds I observed 
ono thing I never saw in an American hotel, 
namely, that tbo chambermaid always 
tacked tho cover well in at the foot. If 
Shore's anything I do dislike, it is to wako up 
in tho middle of the night with my feet jut- 
ting out into tho chilly air and all the cover 
twisted around my neck, like a horse blanket 
around the foot of a runaway nightmare. 


We i'ame to this town from Mayenco by 


way of the .Rhine, as all well regulated 
travelers do, making the trip in eight horn's 
and a rainstorm. We left at 0 o'clock, and 
tho rain came about ten minutes earlier than 
that, and the only timo it lot up was about 
noon, whon wo were down in the cabin at 
dinner and didn't care how hard it came 
down. I liavo seen a good many different 
kinds of pictures of Rhine scenery, but this 
was tho first genuine water color that had 
como under my notice, and I take great 
pleasure In recommending it to universal con- 
demnation. 
After leaving; Maytmce the show 


doesn't really begin until wo reach Bingen, 
and when wo did roach Bingon I think I am 
perfectly safo in saying that twenty-flvo out 
of every twenty-four persons on dock shoved 
tboir dripping umbrellas over so that tbo 
water could ti'ickle down their neighbors' 
backs and remarked something about "Bin- 
gen, Fair Bhigon on tho Rhine." It sounded 
a little monotonous,but I felt that our country- 
men abroad were showing the untutored na- 
tions that thoy know tha ancient classic 
poetry indigenous to that soil, and I said just 
what the othora did: "Bingen, Fair Bingen. 
on the Rhino." Iivillsuy, howovnr, that there 
ifl considerable license in that poetry, and if 
Bingon was over extra fair, it was before she 
was as old 03 sho is now, After Bingen, a 
fow drizzling, sloppy jokes begun to float 
around nmoug the umbrellas and their un- 
derlings. 
Misery lovus company, and the 


bad weather couldn't possibly have been 
lonesome with these jokes filling tho air. 
tTndor the circumstances of our trip down 
tho Rhine, I hardly think I am competent to 
"criticise the sconory," or compare it with 
that of other rivers. 


Dickey says a newspaper traveler that can't 


"criticise scenery" should tak3 a few lessons 
from a landscape gardener. We never beard 
of criticising sixumry till last week, when » 
Chicago woman told us that her husband's 
"criticisms of Uiu Alps and Swiss sonncry 
were rmrfootly inugniUront, and so true to 
nature, tool'1 


Our day on the river WHS not conducive to

NEW YORK, Oct. IT.—''Silver has the lead 


for street jewelry now," ivmurked nn uptown 
jeweler to "me the 'other ilay. "If you notice 
you will hardly see a gold ornament of uuy 
kind upon a really fasliioimble wnuian, ex- 
cept in evening dress. And while gold ia go- 
Ing out for street wear, silver is taking the 
place of baser metals for many purposes. , It 
is an English fashion, and a sensible one, too, 
though, like most good fashions, it is now 
carried to an extreme. Gold is thought loud, 
and the woman who displays much gold on 
t,he streets takes a place alongside the shoddy 
ilaine who wears diumouds and a camel'* 
ualr shawl to do her marketing. The remilt 
is Beneficial to this country,where so largean 
imountof silver is pror'nned, and the manu- 
facture 
of. silver 
jewelry 
has 
made 


a new industry. 
Here,-,for example, is i 


hat pin of silver filagree," he udded, taking 
from the show cas« a delicate rose that 
looked like frosted lace work; "It is made of 
fine silver wire. Ten years ago all this style 
of silver work was imported from Genoa and 
Venice. Today we can make it better and 
cheaper in ttiis country. That pin retails for 
$1.50. In gold it would cost *15." 


"Has not the silver craze made a differenc» 


In tho sale of gold ornuirumts?" I asked. 


"Not so much as ono would suppose. Gold 


still holds its place for evening wear and the 
settings of diamonds and other stones. Silver 
has largely driven washed and rolled gold 
out of the city market, though a large trade 
is springing up in silver plate. More than 
half of these great silver girdles which are so 
fashionable are of silver plate and cost from 
fl to f5. The some patterns, solid, sell at

S100;

see the 


difference. 
Silver 
is 
used 
for every 


possible purpose. The dude ia poor, indeed, 
who does not sport a silver handled umbrella 
or conn. Penknives, razors, fans, pocketbooks, 
match, cigar ar.d cigarette coses, paper 
knives, mountings for hand bags, backs of 
brushes and button hooks are also artistically 
made up in silver. Then, too, solid silver is 
largely taking the place of brass and pewter 
composition for hooks and eyes, safety pins 
and even common pins. When s.lver scratches 
the skin it does not poison as tlie composition 
pins do. "In fact," said my friend, growing 
enthusiastic and making a mental calculation 
the while, "I can fit out a young lady with 
silver ornaments. 
Hnr pins, hair pins, 


brooches, dress buttons, collar buttons, safely 
pius for underwear, necklace, girdle, Imngk-a 
and finger rings. The whole outfit will weigh 
fifty pounds and cost about 81,500." 


"But no woman would carry fifty pounds 


of silverware on her person," 1 objected. 


"You don't know what a woman will do 


when it comes to a matter of dress, I will 
wager that therw n re lots of-young girls ou 
Broadway this afternoon who would be ex- 
hausted if they were obliged to makeup their 
own beds, who are carrying urourid twenty- 
five pounds o£ silver jewelry and nnjoying it. 
Of course, the most expensive patterns of sil- 
ver jewelry frrquently contain the least sil- 
ver, 
thH cost, ImiiiB in thu elaborate workman- 


ship. Solid plniB, (if heavy silver for- brace- 
lets, itiu'kliK'tiH und gin'lcs fijid but little 
favur. Thu fancy is more for ornaments of 
silver wire muclo np into various urtistic 
forms. A novelty in silver plating which 
has but lately Ireeii perfected luis already 
become very popular. 
It is done liy electro- 


plating natural objects with a thin shell of 
silver. Anything can bo treated in this way. 
Knotted <:ann heads which, were they carved
